For Your Soul’s Sake 


On February 13 the Rev. Walter Maier, speaking over 
the Lutheran Hour, urged people of means to give more than 
a tithe—which means more than 10% of their income—to 
religion. He thought people who have a considerable sur- 
plus of money which they do not néed for the support of 
their family should give half of it. 

While this sounds like quite an extravagant request, 
there is a great deal of sense in it, because those who have 
no dependents should want to have their money function dur- 
ing their lifetime and not merely after they are dead; and 
in the case of heads of families who have considerable 
wealth, their chief interest should be to have the blessing 
of the Lord follow the inheritance they will leave their chil- 
dren. The spiritual life of their children will be injured if 
they have too much wealth. That is the story of ages of 
experience. 

The Bishop has often suggested that men of means 
might build churches or schools according to an Annuity 
arrangement. In other words, they could furnish the money 
with which to erect a church or school, and throughout their 
lifetime receive, let us say, four per cent interest on the 
amount contributed for the purpose, and thus save a great 


-deal in taxes. They could pay fdr the institution over a 


period of a number of years and probably save it all from 
the deductions allowable on income tax returns. 

If there be any person in this diocese who would be 
interested in erecting a gym for the boys at Our Lady of 
} Seminary, the diocese would pay him an Annuity 
sughout the balance of his life.

O one of us lives entirely to himself. Our own personality is 
wrapped up in a series of larger personalities, so to speak— 
“moral persons,” a philosopher would call them: our hometown, 
our county, our state, our nation and, finally, humanity as a group. 
And we are proud or ashamed of that larger group depending on 
its conduct or reputation. A good football team can make a. whole 
community throw out its chest. A few lynchings or an ignorant 
senator can embarrass a whole state. And it’s commonly said that 
this last war was a disgrace to all humanity. 


That’s why God is not content with our worship merely as 
private individuals. He is the Lord of creation, the Author of 
society as well as of individuals, the Ruler of all our associations, 
our Creator and our Preserver in the strictest sense. That is why 
we must worship as a group—corporately, that is. 


Of the Ten Commandments, the first three are devoted to

Perhaps it is a pitiful family 
group of expellees, exiled and dis- 
possessed of everything, en route 
to some little Tyrol village where 
they have friends who will shelt- 
er them or where, they have heard, 
rooms are available. 

The war ended more than three 
years ago, but the bitter tragedy, 
the suffering and the heartbreak- 
ing dislocation resulting from war, 
persist. One day spent at a Bahn- 
hof Mission will furnish tragic 
and ample proof of this. 


The New Crossroads 


Most trains in Europe today are 
war-scarred and crudely repaired 
and are obscenely crowded; often 
unheated. Practically everyone that 
arrives at Vienna carries a group 
of that vast and piteous army of 
uprooted, homeless, destitute men, 
women and tiny children who rest- 
lessly and dejectedly swarm the 
face of the ntinent in search 
of a place to live, a place to work, 
a chance t«, start life anew. There 
are DP’s, expellees, refugees 
from the red terror of Hungary, 
exites from the Czechoslovakian 
“Peoples, Democracy,” dispossess- 
ed Sudeten Germans and others.

Revolution In Red 
Ruled Countries 


World’s Only Hope} 


Dean Manion Calls For 
Condemnation Of 
‘International Gangsters’ 


Wilkes Barre, Pa.—A sweeping 
revolution in all communist con- 
trolled countries is the only hope 
for the survival of a free, peace- 
ful and civilized world, Dr. Clar- 
ence E, Manion, dean of the Col- 
lege of Law at the University of 
Notre Dame, declared here last 
week in an address before the 
Friendly Sons of St. Patrick. 


Dean Manion told the gather- 
ing at the Sterling Hotel in 
Wilkes Barre that “international 
pacts and treaties either with or 
against Atheistic communist gov- 
ernments will either speed up the 
war that they are designed to 
prevent, or postpone the inevitable 
conflict until the enemy is as 
strong as we are, or stronger.” 


“Communism is_ international 
gangsterism,” Dean Manion 
stressed. “By its nature, it is the 
implacable enemy of every non- 
communist on earth. To recognize 
any such communist government 
as the valid accredited represent- 
ative of any race or group of peo- 
ple is like recognizing a criminal 
kidnapper as the valid constitution- 
al governor of his terrorized vic- 
tim. Communism is not a system 
of government, but a criminal con- 
spiracy against the God-given 
rights of man.” 


The Notre Dame dean describ- 
ed as “unfortunate” the fact that 
in peace and war the United States 
has recently dealt with such con- 
spirators “as if they were legally 
constituted authorities instead of 
the bandits they really are, who 
now with our unfortunate and mis- 

uided help hold half of the world 
or a terrible, bloody ransom. 


“We should immediately dis- 
miss the collective indictments that 
we have unwittingly drawn against 
the poor unfortunate people of 
Russia, Poland, Bulgaria and Hun- 
gary,’ Dean Manion observed. “At 
the same time we should put a high 
price on the heads of each and all 
of the criminal individuals who 
now hold these people in a bondage 
worse than death. 


“Our constitutional system does 
not authorize us to extend diplo- 
matic courtesy, recognition or im- 
munity to murderers, thieves and 
robbers. On the contrary, it re- 
quires us to arrest and punish 
such criminals. If they are momen- 
tarily beyond our jurisdiction, this 
should not prevent our official dec- 
loration of their crime and the 
posting of appropriate reward. It 
wasn't necessary for us to go to 
war in order to get Al Capone and 
John Dillinger. If we have sense 
and ingenuity we should’ be able 
to get Stalin and his co-conspir- 
ators in the same way and upon 
the same theory.” 


Dean Manion emphasized that 
“if we can convince the captured 
peoples of communist countries 
that we despise their governors as 
much as these captured people 
certainly do, it may yet be possible 
to shatter the iron curtain from 
the inside. 


“This is the way in which St. 
Patrick liberated the hearts and 
souls of Irish people centuries 
ago,” he concluded. “This is the 
way that freedom must come to 
Poles, the Russians, the Bugarians 
and the Hungarians now. The 
stake there is immeasurably high- 
er than it was in Ireland. Let us 
drop everything else to help them.”

softly or whisper. The whis- 
ris usually more effective than 
a low spoken tone. But some, per- 


jhaps ‘through nervousness, speak 


so audibly that it is difficult for 
those outside, and even for the 
penitent waiting on the other side 
of a double confessional, to avoid 
hearing what the sinner is saying 
for all the world to hear. Some- 
times this may be due to deficient 
hearing on the part of the peni- 
tent; sometimes to like deficienc 
on the part of the confessor. Wi 
the fine hearing-aids obtainable 
today, either personal or fitted to 
the confessional, there is li ‘le ex- 
cuse for this condition. 


It is unfair to the priest to 
make your confession and then 
remind him that you are a little 
hard of nearing, so that he can 
do nothing but give you a penance 
and Absolution, lest his questions 
and advice become public property. 
This deprives the penitent of need- 
ed and valuable help. Such peni- 
tents should arrange to go to 
Confession in the sacristy or oth- 
er place provided for such a con- 
dition. 

Some pcople have dog-ears; not 
in shape but in acuteness, It’s a 
good rule to insist on keeping the 
waiting line about six feet away 
from the box. And sure as fate, 
someone just arrived will ignore 
the line of order and insert him- 
self in the space reserved for 
securing privacy. But two years of 
constant insistance on the part of 
priest and ushers may secure re- 
sults. Best system seems to be 
painting lines on a wood floor or 
having them built in when the 
church is erected or refloored. 


During Services 


Hearing confessions during a 
service is especially ticklish. .The 
opportunity is usually abused by 
— who could come just as 
well at any other time. Yet coun- 
try parishes, missions, novenas, 
night Masses may make this prac- 
tice necessary or advisable. And 
in such circumstances, the peni- 
tent should try to be as quiet as 
possible, particularly when the 
confessionals are at the forward 
sides of the church instead of the 
more general rear location. 

This applies to leaving and re- 
turning to the penitent’s place, as 
well as to his movements about the 
box itself. Some preachers find it 
hard to speak and many listen- 
ers find it hard to listen under a 
barrage of kicked kneelers, pound- 
ing heels, banging doors and slam- 
mi slides. The slides can be 
easily corrected with a few rubber- 
headed tacks. In many churches, 
it is customary to stop hearing 
confessions during the sermon, 
the Consecration, a Benediction. 
This is a great help for those 
times at least. 

Personally, I like confessionals 
on the side-aisles and well-spaced 
when there are more than one to a 
side. This makes room for the 
waiting lines without the overlap- 
ping and tangled condition that 
occurs when everything is crowd- 
ed across the doors at the rear. It 
has actually happened that the 
end of one line fell into the con- 
fessional on the opposite side of 
the church In such circumstances, 
privacy becomes almost impossible. 
ible. i 

The liturgical requirement 1s 
confession—auricu- 
lar, that is, for the priest. Don’t 
insist on making it auricular for 
within ear-shot, either 
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consideration for others.

More Wild Charges 
Against The Church 


To accusations made against 
the Catholic Hierarchy of this 
country by “Protestants and Other 
Americans 'nited” and by editors 
of many sectarian papers, are as 
wild as those which appear in the 
Communist press. For instance, 
the Daily Worker called the ser- 
mon delivered by Cardinal Spell- 
man on the Cardinal Mindszenty 
trial “an effort to provoke war,” 
and observed “the pg Hier- 
archy works on the side of the 
wealthy and the privileged minor- 
ity.” The editor makes the charge 
that the Pope “calls for force and 
violence, intrigue and sabotage 
with the governments he does not 
approve of.” 

Neither these nor the charges 
made by the POAU would be 
worthy of notice if it were not 
unfortunately true that the minds 
of their dupes are prepared to be- 
lieve anything about the Catholic 
Church. 


The Common Good 
May Not Suffer 


EVEN Italian Bishops of the 
Province of Emilia have writ- 
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recommended that the worker 


| “welfare and justice not from re- 


yolution, but from evolution.” 
These Bishops gave the [Italian 
workers advice which, unfortunate- 
ly, labor leaders over here have 
not given them in the past, as 
follows: 

“The workers in every sphere of 
economic life have the right to or- 
ganize unions for the safe and 
effective protection of their legiti- 
mate interests. This right, how- 
ever, must be exercised within the 
limits of natural law and Divine 
law, and in conformity with the 
basic principles of liberty, equity, 
and human dignity. In pooling 
their strength, the workers should 
have in mind above all the need 
to create a link of human solidar- 
ity for the affirmation and realiza- 
tion of their own welfare, in har- 
mony with the common good, 
rather than a blind and egoistic in- 
strument for fighting an unjust and 
ruinous class war. Employers 
should give due consideration to 
the just demands of the workers 
and should endeavor to understand 
the aspirations of labor.” 

Further the Bishops warned 
against the misuses of labor unions 
for political and revolutionary pur- 
poses, saying: 

“Labor unions must not be al- 
lowed to degenerate and become 
instruments of violence and sub- 
version, but should limit them- 
selves to the defense of the genu- 
ine and permanent interests of 
the working class.. They should 
always keep in mind the ends for 
which they have been organized, 
namely, the realization of justice 
by constructive means, and should 
be aware of the needs of our coun- 
try as a whole. Any form of 
sabotage endangering industrial 
and agricultural recovery must be 
opposed effectively and energe- 
tically.” 


Sacraments Taxed 
In Rumania 


4 seems that people have to go 
unbaptized and deprive themsel- 
ves of church marriages in Ru- 
mania, for the Minister of Religion 
in that country has announced a 


state tax on the administration ofjagainst the persons of God's 


the Sacraments—and they are pro- 
hibitive. For instance, the average 
monthly income of a worker in Ru- 
mania is estimated at $23.30 in 
American money. It will cost him 
practically three times that much 
or $66.00 to have the child baptized, 
and $166.00, or the income for sev- 
en months’ hard work, for the 
privilege of having a church marri- 
age. There is more than one way 
to curb the activities of the Church, 
but it seems that the Communists 
think of all of them. 

The five Catholic Bishops of the’ 
Eastern Rite in Rumania have'| 
been in jail for some time, but 
have been promised their release 
if they will go over to the Ortho- 
dox Church which is under the 
domination of the Communist-con- 
trolled government.

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Note, for instance, just one out 
of many outrages: sacrilege. A 
priest is God’s anointed. By his 
sacred ordination, he is holy, apart 
from his personal merits. He is 
a chalice of God’s grace—perhaps 
golden, perhaps silver, maybe only 
wood. But he is consecrated—like 
an altar-stone. His hands have 
been crossed with sacred chrism, 
His clothes have about them the 
fragrance of incense, so to speak. 
And it is sacrilege, a crime against 
the First Commandment, to lay 
violent hands upon him. 


Malice Of Sacrilege 


Poor St. Paul, on trial once be- 
fore the Sanhedrin, gave a short 
answer to the Jewish High Priest. 
A bystander promptly slapped him 
in the face. And by way of apolo- 
gy, (they say he was near-sighted) 
St. Paul said he would never have 
spoken that way had he known who 
it was he was talking to. Christian 
though he was, he still had that 
reverence for even the Jewish 
priesthood.

of Lent. In fact that is the point 
exactly: we are in almost the ex- 
act center of Lent. Half of it is 
past. We are half finished with 
fasting and not goi to movies. 
Easter is in sight. "Rejoice! 


A Wise Mother 


The Church is a wise old mother. 
If there is one thing she knows 
after nineteen centuries of experi- 
ence besides the teachings of 
Christ it is human nature. And 
because shc knows human nature 
so well, today she tells us to re- 
joice rather than to redouble our 
penances. 


She knows how we feel after 
three weeks of Lent. Be honest 
now—isn’t it a bit harder every 
morning to get up and go to Mass? 
And that special mortification, 
(giving up candy, cigarettes, or 
whatever it is) don’t you wish you 
could forget it for a while? May- 
be you are beginning to tell your- 
self that you were too enthusiast- 
ic Ash Wednesday when you made 
your Lenten resolutions. Or are 
you thinking of making it a lit- 
tle easier on yourself by skipping 
some of those resolutions, especial- 
ly the hardest ones? 


The Church knows that we are 
human. And to feel this way after 
three weeks of monotonous self- 
denial is only human. Today the 
Church, lixe the kind Mother she 
is, breaks that monotony for us. 
(Perhaps this is one of the reas- 
ons that led the people in Eng- 
land years ago to call this “Moth- 
ering Sunday.”) Today she tells us 
to look up from the penance and 
good works we have been con- 
centrating on. “See ahead. The 
next few weeks are darkened and 
made difficult by the shadow of a 
cross on that hill ahead.

Because the true Christian must 
of necessity carry his cross or 
crosses (if there be several) it is 


good for him to remember that he 


is only following the path which 
Christ has trodden before him. It 
is amazing how many crosses can 
cast their shadows over a person’s 
life. For example, the average 
Christian might meet up with any 
one of these difficulties: 


Marital bliss is the fruit of a 
happy marriage for Johnny and 
Mary Newlywed. This joy lasts 
for two or three years. Then, 
Johnny, influenced by fellow-work- 


ers or friends, turns to drink. A 
very bad habit grows. Johnny be- 
comes a drunkard. Week after 
week on pay-day night, eg meets 
him at the door. At his drunken 
state, she rebels in anger: “John- 
ny, you are a terrible cross to me.” 
And Mary means every word of it 
too. But if M were to reflect 
on this in the Christian way, she 
might try accepting Johnny’s cure

of Easter? And this Lent has not 
merely been helping you toward 
Easter. No indeed. Besides pre- 
paring for Easter you have been 
preparing for heaven! You are 
children of ‘that Jerusalem which 
is above.’

“Above all, don’t give up any of 
your resolutions now. You have 
finished half of Lent, half the 
fight. Who throws down his arms 
half way through a battle?

“You have been slaves. Slaves 
of your desires and faults.

Lifts Discipline 

The Church does more than 
encotrage us by the words of to- 
day’s Mass. She also lightens the 
stern discipline of Lent for a day. 
To increase our joy, the Church 
tells the organist he can play as 
much as he wants. That should 
help break the monotony and som- 
ber severity of Lent! The deacon 
and sub-deacon at Solemn Mass 
wear the “garments of gladness,” 
the tunic and dalmatic. She even 
suggests that flowers be used to 
decorate the altar, although they 
may not be used the other Sun- 
days of Lent. 


As a last touch to lighten the 
penitential tone of the day, the 


Church lightens the color of the 


vestments. Violet vestments na- 
turally remind us of penance, s0 
she lightens the shade, and puts 
in a little of the color of gladness. 
The result—vestments of rose; a 
color that can only be used today 
and on the Sunday in the middle 
of ~ penitential season of Ad- 
vent. 


Probably the people in Rome had 
the best rame for this Sunday. 
They called it “Refreshment Sun- 
day.” That is exactly what it is 
intended to be; a day of refresh- 
ment. 

Today take a short rest from 
Lent that you may look about. See 
the progress you have made. See 
the sufferings of Christ and the 
reasons that urge you to continue 
your penances. See the joys to 
come as a result. Tomorrow with 
your resolutions renewed ~ and 
strengthened, you can plunge back 
into Lent encouraged and re- 
freshed.

Interview With O. S. V. Editor . 
Says U. S. Government Doesnt Give 


Church Credit For Services Rendered 


O you think that the United 
States government gives suf- 
ficient credit to the 
Church for services 1endered? 
“If it does, it has not made its 
appreciation manifest. 


“What our government is striv- 
ing to do to fight Communism now 
through the Marshal Plan and 
through its feeble propaganda over 
the ‘Voice of America,’ has been 
done steadily for 30 years by the 
Catholic Church. Had there been 
cooperation through the years we 
would probably have no problem 
with Communism today. 

“At the time Pope Pius XI wrote 
a special Encyclical on the danger 
of Communism both to Christian- 
ity and sound government, our 
Department of State, and that of 
some. of our allies, not only ig- 
nored that sound warning, but 
acted as if every naticen could well 
get along with Stalin if it only 
met him half way. 

The Pope pointed out that Com- 
munistic tactics are deceptive; 
that if it be atheistic, its prom- 
ises would be fulfilled. Of course, 
statesmen everywhere have now 
Jearned that lesson, tut they are 
still loathe to back the Catholic 
Church in its effort to liberate 
the people behind the Iron Cur- 
tain—and this is probably due to 
a fear of criticism, with which it 
would be assailed by the prejud- 
iced. But why should the govern- 
ment, when it knows that the 
Catholic Church has been the chief 
defender cf Christian civilization, 
and the chief spokesman for the 
rights of small nations, not try 
to quell that prejudice? We are 
learning that to meet the problem 
jn a different way is extremely 
costly to the American people— 
= an expenditure of bil- 
lions of dollars every year for 
many years. 

“In the meantime Russia’s prop- 
aganda continues to go on, and it 
cannot be met with dollars half 
as effectively as it could be met 
with counter propaganda. 

“Washington has not even 
shown its appreciation for what

10,000 Catholic schools are doing 
to create in the minds of nearly 
4,000,000 youths a strong pro- 
American and anti-Communist at- 
titude. It seems that:fear of an 
outburst of prejudice from those 
who do not understand either the 
purpose cr the efficiency of the 
Catholic scnool, keeps the voice of 
Washington silent.” 

Do you mean that the Govern- 
ment should recognize and sup- 
port the parochial school system? 
“The United States Supreme 
Court, 25 years ago, did recog- 
nize the validity and constitution- 
ality of the private school, pro- 
vided it, in its curriculum, met 
the requirements of the state—and 
it does. 

“That particular Court gave ut- 
terance to sound philosophy when 
it declared that the schools hold 
the place of parents and that, 
therefore, the parents were justi- 
fied in sending their children to 
any school of their choice if only 
it embraced the secular curricu- 
lum of state schools, and taught 
the same with efficiency. 

“When I speak about public ap- 
preciation for the parochial sys- 
tem, I have in mind chiefly the 
bigger coutribution which Catho- 
lies make to education than does 
any other group in the United 
States. It is a twofold contribu- 
tion, the one financial and the 
other religious and moral. It would 
be difficult to calculate how much 
Catholics have saved their local 
communities, their state and their 
nation by the erection of thous- 
ands of scnools, but they are sav- 
ing the nation at least $400,000,- 
000.00 annually in maintenance 
alone—$100,000,000.00 more than 
the whole Federal Aid program 
would cost.” 

Do you believe it to be unfair 
to exclude children in Catholic 
schools from participation in Fed- 
eral Aid to Education? 

“Tt is certainly unfair if Catho- 
lics are to pay, by their taxes, 
some $30,000,000.00 of the Feder- 
al Aid Program, and receive noth- 
ing back for their schools, particu- 
arly since Catholics who send 
their children to the parochial 
schools are already being taxed 


twice. To be taxed a third time 


would seem to be more than un- 
fair; it would seem to be against 
what we are hearing over the 
radio every week, in one or other 
broadcast, namely, that the es- 
sence of true government is ‘just- 
ice.’ Each day when children sal- 
ute the flag in their schools, they 
praise their country because it 
promotes ‘liberty and justice for 
all.’ 

“If you recall the early history 
of this country you need not be 
told that our war fcr independ- 
ence from England was based on 
the slogan ‘taxation without repre- 
sentation is tyranny.’ 

“But Catholics would overlook 
even a triple taxation if our re- 
presentatives in office refused to 
do bidding of atheistic organiza- 
tions, Communists, and religious 
bigots, who, more than 
groups, try not only to keep re- 
ligion out of education, but seek 
to place religious schools under 
disabilities, no matter how ef- 
ficient they are and how well op- 
erated.” 

Would you state just what you 
have in mind about “disabilit- 
ies?” 

“Well organized “atheism, ra- 
tionalism and _ prejudice have 
sought to deny the right of bus 
transportation to children if, per- 


other | 


system of private schools could 
not begin to compete successfully 
with. the public school system; 
they procure the cooperation of 
non-Catholic churchmen who, be- 
lieving that parochial schools’ are 
the chief nursery of the Catholic 
faith, would like to have them 
closed. Jointly these groups are 
very vocal, and. particularly at 
the polls. They have intimidated 
candidates running for office in 
various states by demanding that 
they do their bidding or else. 


“Catholics find it difficult to und- 
erstand this activity because they 
believe with George Washington 
that religion is the very founda- 
tion of both private and public 
morality; that since more than 
one-half of the people of the Un- 
ited States never patronize the 
churches, there is no other way 
of getting religion into their chil- 
dren’s minds or even a knowl- 
edge of the laws of God. 


“It may sound well and good 
to say that people have an op- 
portunity tc learn something about 
religion and the moral law by be- 
coming church members, but that 
is only a theory. The government 
makes secular education compuls- 
ory; it makes the payment of 
taxes compulsory, and a number 
of other things; but it cannot in- 
terfere with the freedom of con- 
science and make religious in- 
struction compulsory. However, it 
ought to give encouragement to 
the millions who, not being able to 
get religious instruction in the 
public schools, send their chil- 
dren to private schools.” 


Do you believe that the average 
non - Catholic American under- 
stands the Catholic school? 


“IT am sure he does not. I have 
heard some who visited our schools 
express great surprise at the up- 
to-date equipment, at the efficient 
methods of the teacher. Those who 
never take the trouble to find out 
are influenced by the strange no- 
tion that if certain groups of 
people want schools of their own, 
they must be fanatical or even un- 
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that such 
full duty to 
trained to be 
as learned ‘citizens; they want 
them to be pre both for this 
life and the life hereafter. 
“Then consider the case from 
the viewpoint of the rights and 
duties of the child. It certainly 
has a right to know all that it 
can about Geo Maker; 
has the dut learn about Him 
and about His laws. If the child 
has that right and has that duty, 
then parents have the duty to 
make that right realizable. 


“It must be clear to any re- 
flecting person that an education 
purely secular can only produce a 
purely secular state of mind, and 
even Protestant churchmen rec- 
ognize today that most of the 
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trouble in the world is due to that/f 


secularisti: attitude in practically 
every phase of life. All are worried 
ubout the steady growth of juv- 
enile delinquency, and while re- 
ligious instruction is no absolute 
guarantee of juvenine conduct— 
because other factors must be tak- 
en into consideration—it certainly 
does furnish the’ only foundation 
on which 9 good moral life can be 
reared. The converse must surely 
be accepted. namely, that a purely 
secular education cannot conduce, 
of itself, to a pius or moral life. 


“We wish that the general pub- 
lic did: not regard our schools as 
so private that they are not wel- 
come to pay a visit to them. A 
few montas ago the Catholic pas- 
tors of the city of Dayton, Ohio, 
decided to have an open house for 
the general public, by which was 
meant that an invitation was ex- 
tended to the people of that city to 
visit Catholic churches, schools, 
convents, orphanages on 9 certain 
Sunday afternoon, at which time 
they would be shown through all 
these institution. The result was 
that 20,000 responded, and I am 
certain that they returned home 
with a better picture of our schools 
and with the impression that they 
are more ‘public’ than private.” 

Would it be harmful to America 
if all schools did not follow an 
identical curriculum? 

“No, | am certain it would not. 
It would probably be a great bene- 
fit to our society.

Within the mission there ~is 
quiet too, of another sort, broken 
by the snorings and sighings of 
eeping ones and by the troubled 
breathing and fitful tossing of 
those unable to sleep, The largest 
room in each Bahnhof Mission is 
the dormitory. The beds are tiers 
of rudely constructed bunks, three 
high. Some of them are fitted with 
burlap mattresses stuffed with hay, 
others have only old rags in layers 
to serve this purpose. Pillows can 
be found on a few, but bed linen 
is entirely lacking. The occupant 
of the bunk must merely crawl 
in and puil up a thin blanket about 
him. 

_ The normal capacity of a dorm- 
itory is 42 persons. During the 
past year the average nightly 

opulation in each of Vienna’s 
our Bahnhof Missions has been 
between 90 and 100 people. This 
has been possible only by judici- 
ous, although _ uncomfortable, 
crowding, by sleeping people on the 
floor, in corners, in every place 
where the regular work of the 
mission will not be _ interferred 
with. It should be pointed out and 
emphasized that a Bahnhof Mis- 
Sion is not a bowery flop house 
nor a hangout for ne’er-do-wells. 
Every person accepted for lodg- 
ing has been adjudged a worthy 
case. Most of them are, as has 
been hinted, innocent victims 
caught in the mad confusion of 
post-war. Three nights is the lim- 
it of anyone’s stay. 


While tke jam-packed sleeping 
ones endeavor to snatch a bit of 
rest, the work of the Bahnhof 
Mission continues uninterrupted. 
In the kitchen the lights burn all 
night. Soup or a hot drink must 
be prepared for the next morning 
train. The next day’s meal must 
be made ready. Meanwhile a weary 
mother stands over the stove heat- 
ing a potion of watered canned 
milk for her baby. 


Space does not permit the de- 
scription of the varied acts and 
works of Christian charity per- 
formed by and in a Bahnhof Mis- 
sion.

respects, and would almost entice 
the average coach, college or high 
school, to take. the Aquinas job, 
no matter what the salary. There 
certainly couldn’t have been any 
dissatisfaction with Wright’s coach- 
ing, either, as he turned out con- 
sistent winners ever since he took 
the job about three years ago after 
service in the Marines as a lieu- 
tenant, 


Some other friends of mine who 
were offered the Portland job 
turned it down, principally because 
they were told it was a tough job 
getting material, what with the 
competition offered by Oregon, 
Oregon State, and other competing 
schools. In fact, the Portland au- 
thorities presumably were having 
such a tough time hiring the kind 
of man they wanted that they 
wired me to insert a. notice in my 
South Bend paper saying the job 
was open.

Religion In Education 


E Hhaeee City of Hamburg is the sec- 

ond largest in Germany, and is 
only eight percent Catholic, yet 
when a poll was taken among the 
people of the City on the ques- 
tion, “Should religious instruc- 
tion be a regular part of the school 
curriculum,” eighty-four percent 
voted “Yes.” Only ten percent op- 
posed it, and six percent express- 
ed no opinion. 

This does not mean that the 
eighty-four percent of Hamburg’s 
people are members of the Luther- 
an or some other 
church, because thirty-one percent 
of the parents interrogated declar- 
ed that they were not members of 
any church or religious denomina- 
tion, but that they still favored 
religious instruction in the schools. 


A further question was asked, 
“Should religious instruction in 
the public schools be compulsory ?” 
In answer to that question forty- 
nine percent answered “Yes,” 
while thirty percent thought that 
it should be left to the decision of 
the parents, and twenty-one per- 
cent expressed no opinion. 


In reply to the question “Should 
the State support denominational 
schools or should separate classes 
be arranged for Protestants and 
Catholics im the non-denominational 
schools,” the answers were as fol- 
lows: Fifty percent voted for the 
obligation of the State to organize 
and finance denominational schools, 
while forty-three percent believed 


only that which cveryone

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As Treasurer Bishop Noll receives all money contributed 
by parishes to the Diocesan Directors of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith, which means that he hears from 
every Bishop of the United States or from his Diocesan 


Director every year. 


His secretary enters these contribu- 


tions and sends out a receipt acknowledging the same. A 
printed report is then prepared for distribution among the 
Bishops of the country, which includes all Bishops whose 
dioceses are under the United States flag, such as Puerto 
Rico, Hawaii, Canal Zone, Alaska, and, last year, the Philip- 
pine Islands. The money is distributed early in January of 
the year following the September Board meeting. We might 
mention here, in passing, that the Society for the Propaga- 
tion of the Faith for Foreign Missions receives 60% of all 
annual memberships in the Society for the Propagation of 
the Faith, and the full amount of Perpetual memberships. 
Its Chairman, the Most Rev. Thomas McDonnell, meets in

directing Foreign Mission work from many countries, and 
the total amount of the receipts at that office are distributed 


in accordance with their needs. 


However the Catholic Near East Welfare Association, 
which js occupied with missionary work in the Near 
East, receives 15% of the 60% of the Mission Collec- 
tion, and the balance, representing 51% of the total Mission 
Collection also goes to the Society for the Propagation of the 


Faith for Foreign Missions. 


While the Chairman of the American Board of Catholic 
Missions is also the Chancellor of the Church Extension 
Society, there is no direct relationship between the two 


organizations.

tant sects cannot conduct their 
own schools. 


Insults Protestants 


Mr. Bigart asserts further that 
the Spanish Protestant “is not al- 
lowed to practice his faith in 
public. he chapel he attends 
must not display any exterior evi- 
dence that it is a place of wor- 
ship. It cannot advertise its ex- 
istence ...” 


He lumps all Protestants _ to- 
gether, although by so doing he 
is merely creating confusion— 
Seventh Day Adventists, for ex- 
ample, cannot be classified with 
Baptists without insulting the 
latter. 

He does not explain the inno- 
cent phrase “to practice his 
faith.” He could have ascer- 
tained that the few regrettable 
incidents of attacks upon Prot- 
estant church property were not 
caused by the ‘Protestants’ ” 
prayer services, but by the pub- 
lic distribution of anti-Catholic 
literature, especially of tracts in- 
sulting the Spaniard’s most loved 
patroness, the Blessed Mother. 


All Spanish Catholics do not, 
it must be admitted, show pa- 
tience in an_ unlimited agree 
when non-Catholics force upon 
them pamphlets filled with lies 
about their Church. So, a little 
over a year ago, some Madrid 
students demonstrated against a 
newly opened Protestant chapel 
after reading in a Protestant pub- 
lication. Escudrinador _ Biblico, 
that indulgences are tricks of the 
devil sold by priests, that celibacy 
of the clergy is a form of per- 
version, and that man will not 
be saved by God unless he aban- 
dons his Catholic Faith. 

Mr. Bigart refers to the Span- 
ish charter (Fuero de los Es- 
panoles) with relation to the re- 
strictions on public practice of 
religion as though they were pe- 
culiar to the present regime. It 
will not promote Mr. Bigart’s 
anti-Franco ‘hesis, but actually 


until the fall of the monarchy in 
1931, 

Unfortunately, Mr. Bigart did 
not specify the law, if such ex- 
ists, that the Protestant chapel 
“must not display any exterior 
evidence that it is a place of 
worship.” On open record, how- 
ever, is the law of 1945, which 
gives provincial governors the 
right to authorize the opening of 
non-Catholic places of worship 
and demands that they shall 
“protect the worship thus au- 
thorized and shall not interfere 
in the work of the churches nor 
in their priv;te ceremonies,” 

The strict enforcement of this 
law may be gathered from a com- 
ment later in a_ bulletin § pub- 
lished by the Evangelical group: 
“There have been no official au- 
thorizations since rrost of the 
churches have gone ahead with-' 
out it: In Barcelona the denomi- 
nations presented a revort to the 
civil governor announcing simply 
the re-opening of the churches.” 
And this was in what Mr. Bigart 
describes as “police state” com- 
parable with that in Hungary. 
(The term Evangelical, applied 


Herald Tribune -vriter, said “the 
best years’ (for Protestants in 
Spain) were those immediately 
‘ollowing 1918 when Premier 
Tanalejas drew up the first Span- 
ish law of religious freedom.” Mr. 
Bigart permitted this statement 
o go unquestioned, although an 
informed reporter would have 
confronted Mr. Brown with a 
statement made in 1933 in a book 
by two Protestant missionaries 
on religion in Spain. The minis- 
ters, C. Arujo Garcia and Ken- 
neth Grubb, said: “During these 
years (1910-1930) there has hard- 
ly been noted any progress in 
Evangelical work in Spain.” 


Mr. Bigart quotes Mr, Garcia, 
again without questioning his in- 
formant’s veracity, as follows: 

“Marriage and baptism by 
Protestant clergy has no legal 
recognition. This is a particular 
hardship to our workers, who, 
since they are not legally con- 
sidered married, are thus denied 
wage supplements for their wives 
and children. Our dead are de- 
nied interment in church ceme- 
teries, and because there are few 
civil burial -grounds they must 
often be buried in the open field.” 

According to Spanish law, mar- 
riage by a priest is obligatory for 
Catholic couplés and civil mar- 
riage for non-Catholics. The lat- 


tment of Wel. 
fare to get straightened out on 
the law. 


In Spain, as in the United 
States, the cities and towns have 
two cemeteries, one for Catholics 
and the other for non-Catholics. 
There may be only one cem 
in some. smaller communities 
where no need exists for another 
since the population is Catholic. 
Certainly Mr. Garcia’s Madrid 
parishioners need not be ‘“iterred 
in “the open field.” 


Other statements of Mr. Bigart 
could be questioned, but the above 
weakens, in the opinion of this 
writer, the vigor of the assertion 
of the Herald Tribune that their 
correspondent “is supplying the 
facts esseritial to judging sound- 
ly” conditions in Spain today.

The campaign which has been 
deferred to a later date in some 
Sees, also will be brought to the 
attention of the faithful through 
a special broadcast over the net- 
work of the American Broadcast- 
ing Company on March 26. Starring 
Pat O’Brien, J. Carroll Naish and 
other movie and radio celebrities, 
the program will originate in Hol- 
lywood but at its conclusion will 
switch to Cincinnati for the mes- 
sage from Archbishop John T. Mc- 
Nicholas, chairman of the N.C.W.C.

It was here 
also that her father established 
Seton Village about 10 miles out 
of town to preserve the culture 
of the Indians and to perpetuate 
his woodcraft~ center. 


Born 1925, Vera Brittain. Rob- 
ert Carbury, the father in this 
story was born in a world of peace, 
became a soldier of World War I 
and for his heroism received the 
Victoria Cross. Afterwards as a 
minister of the Church he was a 
‘leader in pacifist activity, help- 
ing to build safeguards against a 
repetition of the war. His son Ad- 
rian “born 1925” took war for 
granted and his father’s views on 
this subject were incomprehens- 
ible to him.
